DOVLESTOWN. 


The' County Commissioners at a meeting 


aeld on Monday decided to ask for bids for 
the printing of election matter this fall. The 
Board also passed bills iu favor of two Dem- 
ocratic papers for printing. The law com- 
pels the letting of work by contract, and the 
Democratic editor who got the printing re- 
ferred to deserves a good turn. Bat the fact 
should not be lost sight of that it is a Repub- 
lican Board that is endeavoring in this man- 
ner to serve the taxpayer, and thot they are 
doing something a Democratic Board haa Dot 
done for many years 
In fact it has only 


been in recent years tliat there has been 60 
much talk about contract work. 
Not only 


Democrats but Republicans have insisted that 
the contract system be adopted. To be sure 
these Republicans never said much about the 
matter when Democrats were in pi/wer, but' 
it is Jill the more creditable to them that they 
decided to sweep before their own doors first. 
The Democratic party will appreciate the sit- 
uation, and will turn in to assist in keeping 
Eepublicans in office. 
It is of some interest 


to note that even the court has done all in its 
power to bring about this reform. Of course 
the printing of court rules, amounting to 
about $200, was given to a Democratic print- 
er, but that was probably an oversight upon 
the part of the court. la the meantime "Re- 
publican editors are delighted to work like 
beavers for the party, and are glad that they 
are no longer in a position to be charged 
with robbing the taipnyer. All these cir- 
cumstances have conspired to give the Re- 
publican party a prestige it could not other- 
wise have enjoyed and there is no doubt 
whatever but that the Republican candidates 
for County Commissioner will have a tremen- 
dous majority, assuming, of course, that the 
advocates of the contract system are sincere, 
for they will certainly sustain their convic- 
tions fay their vote. Aud this is not altogeth- 
er irony. 
The position was taken in the 


GAZETTE some months ago that Republican 
papers that sustain their party should be en- 
titled to compensation in the form of public 
printing provided they do the work at fair 
and honest prices, but this theory was criti- 
cised as advocacy of the spoils system, which 
was described as most reprehensible. It was 
chiefly condemned by the very papers that 
had long profitted by work given out at the 
tiighest prices as a reward for party service. 
Today the voters have a spectacle of a so- 
called Republican paper doing all in its pow- 
er to defeat the State ticket and on the other 
liand a Democratic paper fighting both State 
and county tickets, the latter using as cam- 
paign ammunition the charge of extravagance 
in Republican administration of affairs. Yet 
these two papers are offered the same chance 
to procure public printing that loyal party 
papers enjoy, The situation is changed to 
the extent that the Republican party has 
advocated the contract system in its resolu- 
tions, therefore those resolutions will be sus- 
tained by party papers. ~It will be none the 
less interesting, however, to note what will 
happen where Democrats have public work 
to let. 
It will be equally interesting to ob- 


serve how much the average voter appreci- 
ates the contract clause in the resolutions, 
which can be determined when the election 
returns are counted.

Martiu, who has cultivated a taste for these 
branches among his pupils by devoting his 
spare time to them 
The public school con- 


tinues lo flourish under liis management 
and that of the Directors. There were en- 
rolled last mon(h 475 piipjls with an average 


endance pf 4)8, and u perfect attendance 


of 188, Quite a number of pay pupils are 
in attendance, the 
bills far September 


amounting to $114. 
As it would not reduce 


expenses to debar the pay pupils the money 
they contribute is clear profit. They seek 
the Doylestown school because of tfie educa- 
tional advantages it affords.

Physicians and 
students 
of mortality 


statistics will be interested in learning of the 
work now being accomplished by the Cliiel 
Statistician of Vital Statistics of the United 
States Census, by the authority of the Direc- 
tor, Hon. William R. Merriam. It isl prac- 
tical effort, necessarily of limited scope, to 
secure the adoption of a uniform certificate 
for the return of deaths and looking toward 
the establishment of a common national sys- 
tem of collection of vital statistics for the 
purpose, primarily, of the Census tablea and 
publications. 


Correspondence has been had by the Chief 


Statistician, William A. King, with the 
offi 


oers in charge of mortality registration in 
the Statee. employing such a system, and in 
the cities having a population of 5,000 and 
more at the lost Census which also collect and 
register death returns. 
Complete and accu 


rate information of the different methods ii 
vogue has been obtained, and it was found 
that there is much unnecessary and objec 
tiouablo variation, considered from the Cen- 
sus point of view, in the form of official re 
turns. 


Having no power to compel cooperative ao 


tion, and hampered by want of time in which 
to carry out the whole project, ueveitholess 
the Census Officer undertook to secure the 
modification or amplification of the death 
certificates so as to have them include the 
items necessary to obtain Census data 
A 


model return form was prepared and sub- 
mitted, with explanatory eonespondenoo, to 
each registration office or officer controlling 
the preparation of the Stale or local forms 


The result has been more important aud 


gratifying than even the Census Office ex- 
pected, as not only have the items in the 
specimen form being very generally adopted, 
but the registration officers have abolished 
many practically obsolete local variations in 
their certificates, and the Utter have been 
mado to conform to one standard more near- 
ly than ever before. 


The promptness and willingless displayed 


by the State and local officers in complying 
with the request of the Director has been 
surprising as well as gratilying. Tho bene- 
fit that will result to the Census Office and 
to science from this fust step toward the 
goal of national uniformity is incalculable, 
but it will be seen readily that the study of 
;he natural law of the growth of the popula- 
tion is made easier and more certain. 


The Director of the Census confidently ex- 


pects that physicians everywhere will ap- 
preciate the desirability of the new order of

HONORED WITH DEWEY.

IHOIJS WBEK—rniiADELPHIA WENT WIID— 


IN NJ?W YORK OAM£ MSXT TO THE AD5I1IIAL 
IS THEia SHAKE OF THE APPLAUSE. 


(Spsclal Correspondence ) 


Harrisburg, Oct. 3.—The heart of 


every patriotic Pennsylvanian must 
throb with delight when reviewing 
the proceedings of the last week and 
the honors showered upon the officers 
and men of the gallant Tenth Penn- 
sylvania volunteers. 'Even the New 
York -newspapers, which rarely give 
much attention to matters in this 
state, had to concede that "the Fight- 
ing Tenth" came next to Dewey in 
receiving the applause of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of spectators in the 
great land parade in honor of the 
naval hero of Manila. This was due 
to the fact that they were the only 
fighters in line from the army that 
fought with Dewey in Luzon. 


The trip across Pennsylvania 
to 


Philadelphia was a series of ovations, 
and the series of receptions in the 
Quaker City were marvelous demon- 
strations of popular enthusiasm. The 
streets were ablaze with fireworks on 
the night of their arrival and the fol- 
lowing day there was another ovation 
as the regiment marched to the ex- 
position grounds. Here the presenta- 
tion to the city of Philadelphia of the 
Spanish cannon brought from 
the 


Philippines took place. The command- 
er of the regiment, Colonel Barnett, 
in a clear cut. Incisive address, spoke 
in eulogistic terms of the splendid re- 
ception accorded his 
regiment 
by 


Philadelphia's unbounded hospitality. 
Among other things he said: "The 
historic traditions of this sacred place 
have safely guided the nation to a re- 
union that is a new and complete union 
in a common sentiment and purpose. 


"The tones of yon old bell ring out 


not only for us, but to those beyond 
our borders, across the'stormy Atlan- 
tic, out over the broad Pacific, they 
hare throbbed and swelled until the 
walls of Jericho before the trumpets, 
the butteresses and battlements of an- 
cient wrong have crumbled and fallen. 
They herald that America has entered 
the lists for freedom. We bring to you 
today a symbol of tyranny cast and 
moulded in Spain in the natal year 
of our freedom. It entered in the far 
off Orient upon its career of oppres- 
sion. Continent and ocean intervened 
between it and the bell, but destiny 
quickly pursued its way unil at last 
the west went to ihe east and its mis- 
sion is ended. Its bronze mouth has 
spoken in anger, but now mute and 
silent it speaks more significantly in 
honor of the humanity it once op- 
pressed. 


"Mr. Mayor, on behalf of the officers 


and men of the Tenth Pennsylvania 
volunteers and in their name, I pre- 
sent to you for the city of Philadelphia 
this gun of tyranny as a sign of vic- 
tory for the bell of liberty. May the 
institutions to which it owes its new 
and novel surroundings forever live 
and prosper." 


Wild cheers greeted the 
colonel's 


speech, and Mayor Ashbridge, who ac- 
cepted it on behalf of the city, also 
evoked applause over the many well 
sounding patriotic utterances he gave 
voice to. 


The officers and men were dined and 


wined and treated to a display of lav- 
ish hospitality during their stay in 
Philadelphia. 


HONORED BY DEWEY. 


When the Tenth Pennsylvania troops 


came into sight, says a special dispatch 
from New York, Governor Stone was 
riding at their head, carrying his hat 
in his hand, because he was so con- 
stantly cheered that it wasn't worth 
his while to try to put it on. He was 
accompanied by his staff, and 
after 


him rode Brigadier General Schall, in 
command of the troops. The Second, 
Ninth, First and Third regiments fol- 
lowed, looking more like regulars than 
militia, a peculiarity of the soldiers of 
Pennsylvania. At the end came the vet- 
Tan Tenth, wiih Lieutenant Colonel 
James E. Barnett in command. The 
men were in khaki trousers, blue flan- 
nel shirts and slouch hats that looked 
as if they had seen really more service 
than any hat ought to be called upon to 
endure. They came in the same attire 
that they wore when they marched 
aboard the transports at Manila and 
cheered for the country to which they 
were going after their hard service. 
They looked veterans and carried them- 
selves like veterans, every man of them.

tands rose to them and stood silent for 
a few seconds, taking them all in. 
Above them, floated the flag that they

It was the 
most impressive sight of an impressive 
day, for it took the mind away for a 
moment from the glory of the pageant 
to the stern work of war. There was 
paid to the flag a deeper tribute than 
mere wild cheering.

Doyle's Tavern. 


There has always been some question as 


to what was the precise site of the old Doyle's 
tavern, of which William Doyle, the man for 
whum Doylestown was named, was proprie- 
tor. It has been discovered hy Warren S. 
Ely Iliac Doylii's tavern occupied what is now 
the site of the Fountain House, and that it 
did mot stand in the block bounded by Court, 
Miiin, Slate and Pine streets. The ground 
where the Fountain House stands was con- 
veyed to William Doyle by Isabel Crawford 
iu 1762. Doyle relinquished the business in 
1775, conveying the property to Daniel 
Hough, who, in turn, conveyed it to Richard 
Swanwiok, of Chester county, who became 
an official in the Custom House, in Philadel- 
phia, and subsequently such a rabid Tory 
t.liat his properly wa* confiscated by the Com- 
monwealth and so.d to Samuel aud Joseph 
Flack. 


Piiortol750 Doyle kept hotel in New 


Britain township, which then 
extended 


along the north side of Court stieet, the ter- 
ritory on the south side being at that time a 
part of Warwick. It is thought Doyle's New 
Britain tavern flood upon the site of the 
Monument Hou-e or immediate vicinity. It 
appears from the records that Doyle had 
leased 100 acres, covering the Monument 
House site, from Joseph Kiikbride, lor which 
he paid an annual rental of twenty-five bush- 
c.s of wheat —Newlown Enterprise.

The Real Delinquents. 


There was good ground for the criticism 


of the Street Commissioner in last week's 
GAZETTE," but in justice lo that officer it 
ought to be said that he has ou several 
occasions done what he could to make im- 
provements when his attention was called to 
the need thereof. 
While this is only what 


he should have done, and while there has 
been slackness iu that department, the 
responsibility for delinquencies of an official 
nature really comes home lo every citizen of 
the borough. If there be any duty which is 
habitually shirked by Ihe average American, 
it is that of attending intelligently and 
vigilantly to matters of local government. 
He usually seems to care hut tittle who is 
proposed for public office so long as his own 
personal convenience and inleiest are not 
mlringfd upon, and when he is asked to 
take a public position he has no time to 
spare therefor. 
After election should Coun- 


cilmen or other officers not do as he thinks 
they should, he declines lo personally bring 
delinquencies before those whose duty it is 
to attend thereto, but instead complains long 
and often loudly, iu drug stores, cignr 
shops, and on street corners of Ihe neglect 
or incompetence of those for whose derelic- 
tions he is in a great measure responsible. 
The writer once advised one of these chronic 
critics to lay his grievance before the proper 
pei son or else "forever after 
hold his 


peace," but the suggestion was not taken at 
all kindly. 
Public officers, seeing the citi- 


zens neglectful or cureless think they may as 
well get along with as little trouble and work 
as possible, and let things drift. Meanwhile 
if some zealous individual worries them with 
complaints said individual gets the reputa- 
tion of being a very impracticable sort of 
man, (or woman, as the case may be,) and 
there is great wuuder why people bother 
themselves so much about small mutters. 


If our jOouncilmeu and Burgess knew that 


their fellow-citizens were alert, aud watch- 
ing their work, ready to commend them for 
what was good, us well as to criticise the 
bod, there would be a far belter state of 
things around,town. 
As it is, praise is 


scant, but blame is frequent and often not 
with judgment. 
'Ihe writer can say from 


some experience thai a word of encourage- 
ment to an officer for an honest endeavor to 
do bis duty is worth reams of the sort of 
criticism above described, and is a strong in- 
centive to further efforts iu the right direc- 
tion. 
Let us linn, fellow-citizens, stir our- 


selves-to be more attentive to our public 
duties here at home, and the writer believes 
it will not be long before we will see an im- 
provement from the present rather slip-shod 
and indifferent state of affairs.

BRISTOL TEAM WINS THE FIRST GAME FBOSI TUE 


O.UAKBB OITr WUEEIMKN. 


The basket ball season was opened in Bris- 


tol lost Monday evening when the home team 
engaged with the Quaker City Wheelmen, 
and administered an emphatic defeat to the 
visitors by a score of 14 to 1.

Walter West, the promoter of the enterprise, 
claimed the attention of the audience aud 
announced that he had two requests to make. 
One was that he desired ihat there should be 
no use of tobacco iu the building and of- 
fered a reward of $5.00 for the detection of 
anyone spitting on the floor. The other was 
that there should be no profane language 
used, and would give $20.00 lo anyone iu- 
'orming him of auy infringement upon the 
rule. His remarks were greeted witli ap- 
plause. 


The game was called at 8.15 and play was 


started with vim. Kleiu, Johnson, Madley, 
Crisp and Plant appeared upon the floor ar- 
rayed in bright new uniforms of white 
sweaters and kickerbockers 
with brown 


stripes. The Quakers lined up with Haber- 
tern, Oruse, Bossert, McOollough and Eiasen- 
weiu.

A Latter From Manila. 


The following letter was received by Azel 


Summerfeld, from Landrum K. Miller, a 
Bristol boy, who is lighting for the flag in 
the Philippines: 


MANILA, Aug. 26, 1899. 


DBAR FUIEND AZKL :—1 received your kind 


and welcome letter yesterday and was very 
glad to hear from some one in the old town 
of Bristol. Although I am well I would not 
advise the enlistment of any of my friends. 
If they come over here to soldier they will be 
the sorriest fellows imaginable. During June 
and July 1 tramped over one hundred and 
fifty miles. The matter of distance would 
not be so objectionable, if it were not for the 
character of the country. 
I have been com- 


pelled to climb over mountains and subsist 
for days at a time on hard tack and bacon, 
and sleep iu the trenches in the burning suu 
and drenching rain. I tell you there is no 
attractive romance in a soldier's life—not iu 
the Philippines at least. 


You ask when I think I will get back to 


dear old Bristol ? I shall not leave hui-e un- 
til August, 1901, and perhaps later than 
that, providing I escape a visit from a Maus- 
er bullet. Our regiment has been on tho fir- 
Ing Hue for over three mouths, and I liuve 
been engaged in three skirmish fights and 
three battles. The first big fight we had was 
a three-days' battle which occurred on June 
12, 13 and 14 at Los Piuas and Paraguna, 
after which General Lawton complimented 
our regiment (the 21st Infantry) for its 
bravery in action. The next fight we had 
was at Morong, July 14. One nf our hottest 
engagements with the Filipinos was on July 
'29 at Clambo. Our loss altogether has been 
fifty men. 


I have heard it said thai some people go 


into a battle perfectly unconscious of impend- 
ing danger, but 1 do not believe it. I do not 
care who the man is, I firmly believe he is 
frightened wheu the call comes to go into his 
first fight, and hears the rattle of musketry, 
the roar of artillery and the rapid reports of 
machine guns, and hears the bullets sing 
around his head. 
I know I was scared at 


first, but wheu you get into the thick of the 
tray and the excitement is running high, 
you lo-eall thought of personal danger. 


We have no mercy ou the "niggers," as 


they are called here. 
We shoot every one 


we see on the firing line, whether he has a 
gun or not. I suppose if I were to come 
home now I would be taken for a Tagal my- 
self, as I am sun-burned black. It is terri- 
bly hot here. 
You have no days in Bristol 


when the weather is as warm as it is here. 
We have ail the fruit we want to eat. 


I have a new job now. I am on the 


United States Gunboat Napindan. 
There 


were ten of us selected froni A company and 
eight from II. Company of the 21st Regi- 
ment. 
We came aboard ou the first of Aug- 


ust. We relieved men of tbe 23d Infantry. 
We have been patioliug the lake Luzou de 
Bay. 
We had a fight al Sun Szur aud one nt 


San Must.ro, when we threw six pound shells 
into the towns. We have on board two rap- 
id-flre guns and two Callings. 
We steam 


around the lake all day. 


It is expected that General Lawtou will 


have a battle at San Rosa in about a fort- 
night. The Napindan left the lake (his morn- 
ing for Manila where she will undergo some 
repairs after which we will go back and bom- 
bard San Rosa while the infantry captures 
the town. Give my kindest regards to all 
the boys and girls and hoping to hear from 
you soon, I remain, Your true friend,

HE LIVED ON OTHERS 


BEAU HICKMAN, THE-PRINCE OF AMER- 


ICAN BUMMERS. 


The SlrnnoB and Checkered Career 


of a Brilliant ana Vcmntllc Man 
Who Left Slimy Small Imitator* In 
Wanhlnjirton. 


Washington has produced a distinctive 


type of loafers. They might be- divided 
Into classes. 
There is the Bhnmbliiitf, 


brcikeu down imbecile, with the claim for 
millions pen'liiiK bofore cougrens. This 
is ii siunll dais nad Is kept down by the 
frequent consipumunt of "claimants" 10 
the government insane n«ylum across the 
I'oiomnc. Tliere is the profexsionnl of- 
fice seeker. lie II.'IB lived in Washington 
siiire his youth, but has little trouble ill 
frei ling 
indorsements 
from 
politicians 


fiinn every stale or from both parties. 
Tltf> third chtsK is the gonteel luafer and 
dr>nd beat. In business circles at the Capi- 
tal he is blacklisted, but it <.a astonish- 
ing how long and successfully they beat 
their easy way, finding new victims to 
triHt them for board and clothing and to 
oiiike small advances of cash. 


Some of the last cluss not only hare 


succeeded in passing a life of indolence 
at the expense of their frionds, but have 
acquired celebrity by their achievements 
and are more famous than many of the 
vii c presidents or cabinet officers. Such 
a man was Beau Ilicknuiu. or, as he 
styled himself, "the prince of American 
bummers." 


Jtean Hickman was a native of Mary- 


land and was boiu in tlio year 1813. 
Hirkman was not bis right name, he ha\- 
inc family pride sufficient to keep his 
Identity forever unknown. When he left 
his home in early life, he assumed the 
name Robert S. Hickman, aud the rapid 
manner in which he skated into society 
in Washington soon won for him the 
mime of "Bean." 
It is said "that the 


young man had beon guilty of frequent 
breaches of law governing polite society, 
nnd when ncarliig his majority he was 
ghen his share of patrimony and sent 
from home. 
His parents were well off 


in worldly goods and had indulged the 
young lellow in almost every whim, pro- 
viding t:he means of changing the entire 
tenor of his after life. 
When he loft 


home nnd friends, a prodigal wanderer, 
he located in Washington, where it did 
not take him more than two years to suc- 
cessfully squander some $12,000 which 
had been given him. 


Ills tuhcnt in Washington was in the 


"gnod old days" of the republic, when 
Washington was the gny motiopoiis of 
representative 
aristocracy, 
and 
the 


statesman nnd sportsman nnd beauty of 
chivalry held high carnival dining the 
brief sessional terms. ' 


After Beau's introduction he proceeded 


to travel all 'he gaits nnd associated with 
tho representative and spoiling classes. 
Hi- was admitted to exclusive society; he 
dressed in the most approved mode, and 
as a gentleman of elegant leisme and 
fnt.hion he ranks first. With social ambi- 
tions and the race course his money was 
soon gone, and he became a bankrupt. 
lie had determined upon a life of easy 
idleness, nnd was constant to his purpose, 
adopting a sort of vagfibondish bobeminn 
life. 
Possessing a remarkable memory 


of races nnd names, he knew all the pub- 
lic men of his time and would greet them 
familiarly, calling them by name. Many 
public men tcleratcd him, because they 
enjoyed his jokes and gibes and often in- 
tuiduced him to their friends from other 
stntps. His annual revenue amounted to 
a oonsideiable sum, and for several years 
lie lived in fairly good style, but people 
became tired of his fiequent "touching," 
nnd he began to grow seedy nnd what 
.w mid now be called a back number. 


I'ossessing an effective manner of story 


telling, he found this a sure method of 
ne<iniring n reward, for there was always 
a wealthy cla'ss of gentlemen residing 
here, who were wont to indulge him in 
1m accomplished "touches" 
for 
the 


amusement he afforded. 
Usually, at the 


conclusion of n joke or story, he would 
make a "strike" and was generally suc- 
cessful. Beau's habit was to assess the 
members of congress and other officials 
with n regular and specific amount, which 
he 
would collect in the most business- 


like manner. His knowledge of human 
nature was of great service in suggesting 
the proper time and place for presenting 
his bills, which would generally be at 
some public place, where the pseudo 
debtor was surrounded by colleagues and 
friends while engaged in good humored 
hilarity. At one time not to be patroniz- 
ed by Beau was considered a slight, and 
to refuse to humor his beatings was 
thought to be wanting in liberality. 


From about the year 1836 Beau com- 


racitced to slide at a rapid rate down- 
wa d. His early dissipation told heavily 
on his physical constitution, and the 
leathery features began to grow in his 
facial appearance. 
Deformities increas- 


ed, and he had the appeaiancc of an old 
man,'hobbling in hii gait. Ilis dissipa- 
tion wore out a life that might otherwise 
hn\e lasted a score of years longer. Beau 
Hickman was not a drunkard, and during 
the last years of his life when invited to 
drink by his friends he would step up to 
the bar and claim a cigar or 10 cents, the 
cost of a drink, which would always be 
cheerfully handed him. lie had force 
of will and pride sufficient to keep him 
from becoming n common drunkard. lie 
possessed Dther redeeming traits of char- 
acter. A liar he held in contempt, and, 
although he practiced many questionable 
dodges, he was never known to tell a lie 
or make a promise which he would not 
perform. 


After the close of the war Beau's de- 


cline became faster, and he could be seen 
around the hotels with a seamed and 
leathery face, anxious to ply his profes- 
sion, but he had outlived his time. 
He 


had already lived too long to sustain the 
eclat of his "profession," and, together 
with his failing spirits and physical in- 
firmities, his decline was rapid. 
Those 


who knew him only in his declining days 
were disposed to sntib him, but there was 
a class of old residt nts and visitors who 
know him in his palmy days nnd recol- 
lected the brilliancy ot his career as a 
sportsman and benu. This class still re- 
spected bin "assessments." 


In the latter part of the month of Au- 


Rnit, 1873, Beau was stricken down with 
paralysis and sent to Providence hospital, 
where the sisters gave him the kindest 
attention. 
Ho was unable to speak or 


move for many days and lingered until 
the third Sabbath in September, when he 
breathed his last. 
Thus passed away 


Washington's most unique celebrity, un- 
honored, but not unknown, for probably 
no character was more proverbially fa- 
mous than that of Beau Hickrann, and, 
although the prestige of his career had 
waned, yet he retained his renown in the 
traditional history of the capital.—St.

THE FIRST TYPEWRITER. 


Invention of 1870 Frenervoa at tlie 


Patent Office. 


Hidden awny in a dark corner of the 


model loom in the patent office at Wash- 
ington, with the dust of years giving its 
brown surface a coat of gray, is an ap- 
parently worthless block of wood cut in 
the shape of a staircase, with small 
blocks of wood mounted on wires on each 
of the stairs. 


When I happened to see this object 


while looking through the 400,000 mod- 
els the otner day, I thought it must be 
some sort of child's plaything. On closer 
examination my curiosity was aroused, 
so that I induced one of the busy attend- 
ants to look up the matter for me. It 
was discovered to be the first typewriter 
ever mnde in the United States—pei haps 
in the world. 


If placed by the side of one of our mod- 


el typewriters, the first typewriter could 
not fail to provoke a smile from the spec- 
tator. Instead of dainty black and nickel 
letter keys, with an open framework 
showing the easy workings of the intri- 
cate machinery of the inside, as is usual 
in the typewriters of toaay, this first 
typewriter consists of a closed wooden 
box with blocks of wood half an inch' 
square for its letter keys. The paper car- 
riage of the first typewriter is also of 
wood, nnd instead of the operator turn- 
ing the paper carriage by a mere touch 
or nn extension rod, as is done with all 
typewriters now in use, when one line 
was finished on the fiist typewriter the 
operator had to use both hands to turn 
the paper carriage—one hand to lift a 
catch from the cogwheel and the other 
hand to push the paper around as far as 
desired. 


However, much as the first typewriter 


differs from its grandchildren, close ex- 
amination shows that it has all the essen- 
tials of typewriters as we know them to- 
day. The inventor of the typewriter was 
K. T. P. Allen ot Farmdale, Ky., who se- 
cured his patent in 1870. There were 
other so called typewriters invented be- 
fore this date, but the Allen invention Is 
the first machine that bore fruit, and it is 
that machine which muybe looked upon 
as the parent of the 5,000,000 or more 
typewriters in use in the United States 
touay.—Atlanta Constitution.

BEAU HICKMAN, THE^RINCE OF AMER- 


ICAN BUMMERS. 


WHAT SLIPPERS WILL DO. 


The Strnnne and Checkered Career 


of u Brilliant and Vematlle Man

The third class is the genteel loafer and 
dead bent. In business circles at the capi- 
ta! h« is blacklisted, but it Is astonish- 
ing how long nud successfully they beat 
then easy way, finding new victims to 
trust them for board and clothing aud to 
make small advances of cash. 


Some of the last class not only have 


succeeded in passing a life of indolence 
at the expense of their friends, but have 
acquired celebrity by their achievements 
and are more famous than many of the 
vice presidents or cabinet olliceis. Such 
a rn.iu was Beau Hickman. or, as be 
Btylid himself, "the prince of American 
bummers." 


Bcnu Hickman was a native of Mary- 


land and was born In the year 1813. 
Hickman was not his right name, he hay- 
ing family pride sufficient to keep his 
Identity forever unknown. When he left 
Ills liome In early life, he assumed the 
name Kobcrt S. Hickman, and the lapid 
mannor in which he skated into society 
in Washington soon won for him the 
nanm of "Bean." 
It is said ""that the 


youns man Imd been guilty of frequent 
breaches of law governing polite society, 
and when Hearing his majority he was 
given his share of patrimony and scut 
from home. 
His parents were well off 


in worldly goods and had indulged the 
young fellow in almost every whim, pro- 
viding the means of changing the entiie 
tenor of his after life. 
When he left 


home and friends, a prodigal wanderer, 
he located in Washington, wheie it did 
not take him more than two years to suc- 
cessfully squander some $12,000 which 
had been given him. 


His advent in Washington was in the 


"good old days" of the republic, when 
Washington was the gay mctiopolis of 
rcpicsentative 
niittociacy, 
nud 
the 


statesman and sportsman nnd beauty of 
clmiilry held high carnival dining the 
brief sessional terms. • 


After Beau's introduction he proceeded 


to tiavel nil the gaits nnd associated with 
the representative and sporting classes. 
He was admitted to exclusive society; he 
dressed In the most appioved mode, and 
as a gentleman of elegant leisure and 
fashion he ranks first. With social ambi- 
tions and the race comse his money •nas 
soon gone, nnd he became a bankrupt. 
He had determined upon n life of easy 
idleness, and was constant to his purpose, 
adopting a sort of vagahondish bohemian 
life. 
Possessing a lemarkablc memoiy 


of faces and names, he knew all the pub- 
lic men of his time nnd would greet them 
familiarly, calling them by name. Many 
public men tolciated him, because they 
eu.io.rod his jokes nnd gibes and often in- 
troduced him to theii fuends from other 
states. His annual revenue amounted to 
a considerable sum, and for several years 
he lived in fniily good style, but people 
became tired of his frequent "touching," 
and he began to grow seedy and what 
.•would now be called a back number. 


Possessing an effective manner of story 


telling, he found this a sure method of 
acquiring n reward, for there was always 
a wealthy class of gentlemen residing 
here, who wcic wont to indulge him in 
his accomplished 
"touches" 
for 
the 


amutcment he uffotded. 
Usually, at the 


conclusion of a joke or story, he would 
make a "stilke" and was generally suc- 
cessful. 
Beau's habit was to assess the 


members of congress and other oOicials 
with a regular and specific amount, which 
he 
would collect in the most business- 


like manner. His knowledge of human 
nature was of great service in suggesting 
the propor time and place for presenting 
his bills, which -would generally be at 
some public place, where the pseudo 
debtor was surrounded by colleagues nnd 
friends while engaged in good humored 
hilarity. At one time not to be pationiz- 
ed l>y Benu was considered a slight, and 
to refuse to humor his beatings was 
thought to be wanting in liberality. 


from about the year 1836 Beau com- 


menced to slide at a rapid rate down- 
waul. His early dissipation told heavily 
on his physical 
constitution, aud the 


leathery features began to grow in his 
facial appearance. 
Deformities incipas- 


ed, and he had the appearance of an old 
man, hobbling in his gait. His dissipa- 
tion wore out a life that might otherwise 
ha'i o lasted a score of years longer. Beau 
Hiclcman was not a drunkard, and dining 
the last years of his life when invited to 
drink by his friends he would step up to 
the bar and claim a cigar or 10 cents, the 
cost of a drink, which would always be 
cheerfully handed him. 
He had force 


of will and pride sufficient to keep him 
from becoming a common drunkard. He 
possessed other redeeming traits of char- 
acter. A liar he held in contempt, and, 
although he practiced many questionable 
dodges, he was never known to tell a lie 
or make a promise which he would not 
perform. 


After the close of the war Beau's de- 


cline became faster, nnd he could be seen 
around the hotels with a seamed and 
leathciy face, anxious to ply his profes- 
sion, tint he hud outlived his time. 
He 


hart already Ir-'etl too long to sustain the 
eelnt of his "profession," and, together 
with his failing spirits and physical in 
firmltles, his decline was rapid. Those 
who knew him only in his declining days 
were disposed to snub him but there was 
a clasa of old residents and visitors who 
knew him in his palmy days nnd recol- 
locti'd the brilliancy of his career as a 
sportsman and beau. This class still re- 
BpccteiJ his "assessments." 


Iu the latter part of the month of Au- 


pist, 1S73, Benu was stricken down with 
paralysis and sent to Providence hospital, 
where the sisters gave him the kindest 
attention. He was unable to speak or 
mo\e for many days and lingered until 
the third Sabbath in September, when he 
breathed his last. 
Thus passed away 


Washington's most unique celebrity, un- 
honored, but not unknown, for probably 
no character was more proverbially fa- 
mous than that of Beau Hickman, and, 
although the prestige of his career had 
waned, yet he retained his renown in the 
traditional history of the capital.—St. 
Jxiuis Republic.

Invention of 1870 PreNcrved at the 


Patent Ofllce. 


Hidden away iu a daik corner of the 


model room in the patent office at Wash- 
ington, with the dust of years giving its 
brown surface a coat of giny, is an ap- 
parently worthless block of wood cut in 
the shape of a staircase, with small 
blocks of wood mounted on wues on each 
of the trtairs. 


When I happened to see this object 


while looking through the 400,000 mod- 
els the other day, I thought it must be 
some sort of child's plaything. On closer 
examination my curiosity was aroused, 
so that I induced one of the busy attend- 
ants to look up the matter for me. It 
was discovered to be the first typewriter 
ever made in the United States—peihaps 
in the world. 


If placed by the side of one of our mod- 


el typewriters, the first typewriter could 
not fail to provoke a smile from the spec- 
tator. Instead of dainty black and nickel 
letter Keys, with an open 
framework 


showing the easy workings of the intri- 
cate machinery of the inside, as is usual 
in the typewriters of touay, this first 
typewriter consists of a closed wooden 
box with blocks of wood half an inch 
square for its letter keys. The paper car- 
riage of the first typewriter is also of 
wood, and instead of the operator turn- 
ing the paper carriage by a mere touch 
or an extension rod, as is done with all 
typewriters now in use, when one line 
was finished on tha first typewriter the 
operator had to use both hands to turn 
the paper cariiage—one hand to lift a 
catch from the cogwheel and the other 
hand to push the paper around as far as 
desired. 


However, much as the first typewriter 


differs from its grandchildien, close ex- 
amination shows that it has all the essen- 
tials of typewriters as we know them to- 
day. The inventor of the typewriter was 
R. T. P. Allen of Parmdale, Ky., who se- 
cured his patent in 1876. 
There were 


other so called typewriters invented be- 
fore this date, but the Allen invention Is 
the first machine that bore fruit, and it is 
that machine which maybe looked upon 
us the parent of the 5,000,000 or more 
typewriters in use in the United States 
today.—Atlanta Constitution.
